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January proved to be a very busy month here at DESE — SFS getting Processing Packets sent and 
hosting Commodity Expos, leaving little time to work on the February Commodity Shelf 
Newsletter but some important information has become available since the January 
Newsletter. Therefore, here is a bulleted list of hot topics without the thorough 
explanations like normal. If you need additional information on any of the topics 
below, please contact the office, 573-751-2646 or webreplyascfocom@dese.mo.gov. 


e Commodity Expo Recap 
> Big thanks go out to Brenda Dwyer (Fort Osage), Deanna House (Waynesville), Octavio Pino (Francis Howell) 
and their staff for hosting wonderful events the last week of January. More than 300 participants attended 
the Commodity Expos and more than 20 processors attended each day. Many Local Education Agencies 
(LEAs) took advantage of the opportunity to fine tune their Processing Packets with DESE — SFS staff as well 
as network with other foodservice personnel from across the state to gather fresh ideas on day-to-day 
school lunch activities. 


e USDA Donated Food (DF) deliveries from Food Distribution Associates (FDA) 
> With the winter break and a few snow days in early January, FDA has fallen a couple weeks behind on 
monthly deliveries. LEAs should expect January deliveries to run about two (2) weeks behind. 
LEAs normally receiving monthly deliveries during the 3" and 4" week of the month may not receive 
their delivery until early February. LEAs can estimate their scheduled February delivery will be 
approximately four (4) weeks after the January delivery was received. 


e Monthly Orders 

> The monthly Open Order is available to all LEAs in MO and the items are received free of charge to all public 
LEAs. Non-public LEAs pay a delivery fee for Open Order items. The value listed next to each item is the 
amount of MO Entitlement DESE — SFS used to purchase each case and is listed on the Open Order form 
each month for LEAs contracting their foodservice with a Food Service Management Company. Open Orders 
are delivered the next month; therefore, LEAs should double-check the delivery month listed on the Open 
Order and will know the newest Open Order is available when the delivery month has changed. 

> Allother Monthly Orders (except Open Order) are for processed items and have fees associated with 
ordering each case. The cost (fee) per case to the LEA is listed in the last column on each order form. 
Invoices are generated by each processor and are payable to the processor. The Monthly Order Forms are 
available during the School Year until the State of MO depletes the balance of USDA DF with the processor. 
MO has depleted the balance of USDA DF Ibs of Vegetable Oil (B672) with Mrs. Clark’s 
for SY 09-10; therefore, the Mrs. Clark’s order forms will not be available again until SY 


10-11 when more Vegetable Oil is sent to Mrs. Clark’s. 
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e Sliced American Cheese Changes 


> 


USDA could not purchase the sliced American cheese, B065, for the original requested date. Originally a 
February delivery was planned but now is planned for March distribution. 


e Frozen, Sliced Apples (A346)

There was a mistake made on the distribution lists for the second allocation of A346 sent to FDA, and 

the problem was not caught until FDA was in the middle of filling orders. The amount of a prorated 

item is determined by taking the total number of cases in inventory of an item, dividing the cases by the 
ADP of all LEAs receiving the item, and then multiplying each LEA’s ADP by the quotient. When | 


fo OF 7-H) (Matthew Essner) was totaling the cases of A346 to be distributed, | overlooked that 3 of the 
8 trucks of A346 were sent to United Commodity Group for processing and not to FDA.

Example: A truck of A608 is estimated by ECOS to cost $59,540 and contain 1,000 cases; therefore the Estimated VALUE is $59,540 + 1,000 = $59.54. 


aes These commodity BEANS can be credited for a Vegetable or a Meat/Meat Alternate in Food Based Menu Planning, but cannot be credited for BOTH on the same 
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menu. 
Beef and Chicken Case/ADP’s are determined by the response each LEA chose on the Processing Packet for School Year 2009 — 2010. If your LEA chose to process 
any percent of either commodity, then you must adjust the Case/ADP accordingly. If your LEA chose to process 100% of the commodity, then ZERO (0) cases will be 
prorated to your LEA. 
. Example: If you chose to process 50% of your Chicken and your ADP is 100, then you would determine your quantity of A515 cases and multiply by 0.50 to 

estimate that you will receive 2 cases of A515.
